German Wealth in NWew York. 


The richest man in New York, in his day, 
was a German emigrant, who never.learned 
‘‘th,’’ bat always said ‘‘tousknds’’ instead of 
“thousands,” and ‘dat’’ instead of ‘that.’ 
His son William and his grandson John Jacob 
(Astor) are the chief landlords in America, 
but still retain the strong German aspect of 
ancestor. Jndeed I think that Colenel Joba 
Jacob Astor might be taken for a newly lanu- 
ed Prussian. Some important branches of 
manufacture have for a long time been in 
German hands, and have brought immense 
wealth. Hereare the Haremeyers, the Ock- 
erhausens and the Mullers, who have gather- 
ed immense fortunes out of the sugar-refining 
business, which some of them yet control. 
The furniture business is still in their hands. 
The richest manufactorer in oil cclorsis Dan- 
iel F. Tiemann, a German. The Stock Ex- 
change abounds with German brokers, aud 
German bankers are sow among the heaviest 
men in Wall street. They have very strong 
national feelings, and will not remain long 
idle spectators of their country’s ruin. The 
most popular melody to-day among this class 
is that famous national war song, commenc- 
ing with the words, ‘‘He shall not have the 
free German Rhbine.’’ ‘He’’ means the 
Frenchman ; and he shall not have it; even 
if our young German element is obliged to 
shed blood in its defence.—N. ¥.

A Noven Buiicican Orsedtion.—A paper 
by Mr. Coleman read at a meeting of the 
Qdontological So-iety, describes; a novel 
method of curing that kind of toothache 
known professionally as ‘‘chronic periodonti- 
tis,’”’. In this malady, the.tooth is. commonly 
somewhat loose, and painfal to bite on, with 
swelling of the gums and supperation. The 
remedy is called ‘‘replantation.’’ The tooth 
is taken out; all the diseased are 
scraped from, the roots, and it is 
well washed an@ disinfected in carbonic acid; 
but those portions of mucous membrane 
which are commonly attached to the neck of 
a tooth, and appear healthy, are not scraped 
away. The socket from which the tovth 
was drawn ig aiso properly cleaned, and the 
tooth is put back into its former place, and in » 
number of cases it takes root, and fixes itself 
firmly in the course of a fortnight, and then 
becomes as serviceable as the other teeth. 
This is a remarkable instance of vital force. 
By the sthall portion of living tissue left ad- 
herent to the tooth, attachment to the jaw is 
renewed; and though failures occur, there is 
reason to believe that, asin other surgical 
operations, they will become fewer as the 
operators acquire ce. The teeth are 
so insportant to life and health, that whatever 
tends to preserve them should be encouraged.
